Yankus, who works as 9 
clerk for an Adelaide com 
pany making household ap- 
pilances, slgned his message 

“A Falr Dinkum Aussie.” 

He explained to a Michigan 
editor frlond that this meant 
“on Australlan who will always 
do the honest and right’ thing 
for you.” 


U.S. ARTICLE . 


The editor, Bert Lindenfleld, 
printed a two-page article in 
the “News Palladium.” Benton 
Harbour, which newspapers all 
over the United Staes have re- 
published. 

The article included pletures 
of Yanius, his wife, Mlldred, 
and thelr three children at the 
now stone and brick home they 
have bought at Grange, a beach 
suburb of Adelaide, 

Yonkus said: "“{ Wrote to Bert 
Lindenfleld because I tired of 
trying to answer Americans’ 
letters at the rate of one or two 
dally aud yaying 2/- alrmall on 
each,
